KNOWN ISSUES 


Mac Specific 
Symptom: Non-destructive repartitioning is not supported. 
Condition: In Mac OS X 10.5 and later, Disk Utility allows you to repartition a volume without losing the data 
on it. Drobo volumes do not support this functionality and should not be repartitioned once data has been 
placed on them. 
Workaround: Copy your data onto another drive and use Drobo Dashboard to reformat your Drobo 
device’s volume to a smaller size.
